Air Post Exhibition in 1932, Danzig 
overprinted and surcharged with new 
values, the five regular postal values 
of 1924. This set sold for double the 
surcharge values, the excess being 
donated to the exhibition funds.

San Marino opened the year 1933,

The two highest values 
of the G. P. O. commemorative set 
of the preceding year, were over- 
printed and surcharged with new val- 
ues, giving a set of four stamps for 
this occasion.

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countries, not before mentioned in this 
article, join the list. The first prob- 
ably was Brazil, with an issue of four 
values, each bearing a surtax of 100 
Reis, to help defray the expenses of 
the exhibition, known as the National 
Philatelic Exhibition at Rio de Jan- 
eiro. Like Uruguay in 1931, Brazil 
with this issue, reproduced the design 
so dear to the hearts of collectors of 
19th Century stamps, that of their 
issue of 1844-46. The second to ap- 
pear this month was Switzerland’s 
special sheet of four values, of their 
recently issued pictorial series, in 
their true colors, bordered by descrip- 
tive wording. These were sold at the 
opening of the Swiss National Ex- 
hibition of postage stamps, at Zurich, 
September 29th. Only one such sheet 
could be purchased with each ticket of 
admission. The third, in September, 
was the issue by Liechtenstein. This 
is termed by Scott’s a Philatelic Ex- 
hibition Issue, but at this writing 
(Dec. 1st.) somewhat doubted by the 
author as I understand that this was 
just a Country Exposition and no 
mention was made of a philatelic ex- 
hibition. We close the year 1934, with 
the issue of the imperforate sheet of 
six of the 1c National Parks. What 
the years to follow hold in store for 
this collection, we await with interest. 

In bringing this article to a close, 
we believe a check list for the aid of 
our readers is most desirable.

In a land 
where all men are “created free and 
equal” it seems as if even the poor 
stamp collector should have equal 
rights and equal chances to any and 
all stamps allowed to be sold by the 
Government or any of its represen- 
tatives. 

Considerable publicity is being giv- 
en to a protest made by the Norfolk 
Philatelic Society against distribution 
of entire sheets of stamps which are 
not available to the general public. 
This Wide-awake Society backed their 
convictions up with a letter discussing 
the situation, addressed to the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

At a recent press conference, the 
Postmaster General made reference to 
these imperforate stamps, and in ex- 
planation was quoted in press dis- 
patches as saying that it was all a 
mistake, and that several sheets of

commemorative stamps were pur- 
chased by him and associates for gifts 
to friends. Which may mean a lot 
or little, as the reader may choose to 
read into it. It still seems to your 
writer that the simplest way out of the 
whole situation is the issuance as, 
mentioned before, of any and all of 
such stamps as have been released 
in more or less irregular fashion, to 
the general public. Harassing the 
Postmaster General will not recall 
these stamps, they apparently have 
been scattered far and wide, and it 
would be a difficult matter to bring 
them all in and be sure that all had 
been recovered. And even at that, it 
would not cost the collector too much 
to add to his collection all of the issues 


released this past year, even in im- 
perforate blocks of four. The sum 
total of all commemoratives issued 
during the past year amounts to only 
67c. Four times that amount would 
be $2.68.

It has not been claimed, so far as 
we know, that all of these stamps got 
out in the incomplete form, but if such 
did happen, the total is only 67c.

So much for the trials and tribula- 
tions of perforate versus imperforate. 
Simultaneous with this disturbance, 
came the release of the Postmaster 
General’s annual report, covering the 
fiscal year 1934 (July 1, 1933 through 
June 30, 1934). High lights of the re- 
port included such statements as: “The 
Philatelic Agency enjoyed the most 
profitable year’s business since estab- 
lishment of this central agency in 
December 1921 for the sale of postage 
stamps of selected quality for collec- 
tion use.” “The yearly records 
of. business transacted give proof that 
the Philatelic Agency is furnishing 
stamp collectors with needed service, 
which can not well be provided for 
through local post offices.” 

Along the line of the profitable busi- 
ness the Post Office Department is 
enjoying comes a concrete statement 
of reduction in some costs that may be 
of interest to those of our readers 
who transact business in Canada ne- 
cessitating the use of money orders. 
Three times within the last three 
months, have official changes been 
made in the rate of exchange charge 
for money orders drawn on Canada. 

Under date of November 27, 1934, 
the postmaster General issued the fol- 
lowing Order. “It is ordered that on 
and after December 1, 1934, in the is- 
sue of money orders drawn for pay- 
ment in Canada and Newfoundland, an 
exchange charge of not less than 3 
percent shall be collected from remit- 
ters thereof.” This is in addition to 


the usual money order fee. Under date 
of December 19, 1934, the second order

Mr. J. H. Jenkins has sent us a 
copy of the 2c Yorktown on first day 
cover from Yorktown bearing the low- 
er red plate number 20481. On this 
stamp most of the head of De Grasse 
and part of Washington’s head in the 
black vignettes are missing. On the 
margin near the plate number are 
found the blue pencil marks which are 
made on sheets supposed to be de- 
stroyed. This is a decided oddity and 
probably a rarity. While not a plate 
variety, and caused by a poorly inked 
plate its appearance is such that it is 
certainly worth keeping. 

Mr. Charles Bartes has a 50c¢ blue 
and 30c black of the 1922 series and 
asks if these are errors. No, as re- 
cently explained, the former is the re- 
sult of the red fading out of the violet 
while the latter is caused by oxidation 
of the pigment used to make yellow, 
orange and brown. 

Mr. Ralph E. Keller wishes to know 
the origin of the “Specimen” sets of 
department stamps and why they are 
almost equal to the regular issues in 
price. These sets were printed under 
government supervision in 1875 at the 
time of the Centennial Exposition in

Philadelphia and were sold in complete 
sets as souvenirs. We are not certain 
whether or not face value was charged. 
In any event, but few sets were sold 
owing to the comparative abundance 
of the regular sets at that time with 
the result that they are now as scarce, 
if not scarcer than those regularly is- 
sued. Naturally, they are not in as 
great demand so the price for “speci- 
mens” remains lower in spite of being 
scarcer. 

Mr. Otto E. Richter describes a 16c 
Narcotic stamp in his possession and 
asks its catalogue number and value. 
Some years ago these narcotic stamps 
were in both the catalogue and album 
but some ruling from the government 
caused them to be deleted as such 
stamps are supposed to be destroyed 
when the container they seal is opened. 
This is of course aimed at dope smug- 
gling. 

Mrs. Emma Bader has a lot of 
stampless covers between 1831-40 and 
wishes to know their value. Any in- 
clusive statement to cover such a ques- 


tion is impossible as each cover must | 


be considered as a separate item. 

As a general rule it can be said that 
the smaller the place the better the 
cover is. Also that hand-stamped 
markings are better than pen-marked. 
And that straight-line postmarks, odd 
designs, etc. are better than plain 
circular markings. After a cover has 
passed the above scrutiny its value is 
still uncertain but is worth about what 
someone wants to give for it. To those 
seriously interested in Postal Mark- 
ings we take the liberty of suggesting 
a journal of that name published by 
S. G. Rich, Verona, N. J 

And now, kind readers, we must 
enter into a little serious paragraph.

FEDERATION 
FAILS 


A question which 
has agitated stamp 
Collectors more than 
any other subject in the past year is 
the propriety of giving imperforate 
Mother’s Day and similar stamps to 
friends, by the Postmaster General. 
Most stamp collectors have already 
condemned the act in some manner. 
Many clubs have passed resolutions 
against such actions. 

We can not believe that Mr. 
Lindquist, publisher of STAMPS and 
recognized Federation head would 
approve of the issue of such stamps 
in this manner yet we fail to find 
a single editorial word of condemna- 
tion in his paper. Surely this is not 
to lead us to believe that he has no 
opinion of his own on a subject of 
so vital importance. Must he wait 
till the questionaire sent to individual 
clubs throughout the country is re- 
turned to him in order that he may 
make up his mind on what to do 
about the matter. 

We have said before that if a Fed- 
eration of Clubs is to be successful 
it must have bold, strong leadership, 
leadership that is 100 per cent for the 
stamp collector, and it would not take 
a very brilliant stamp man to deter- 
mine what the stamp collector thinks 
of this present situation. 

While the ponderous Federation of 
Stamp Clubs is making up the feder- 
ated mind of its leader, so that the 
Federation “organ” may voice the 
opinion of the Federated Clubs, a 
small stamp club from Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia took the bull by the horns and 
has already stirred up so much pro- 
test that it begins to look as though 
results which will nullify the recent 
imperfs may be attained. 

Was it not the Virginia group of 
stamp clubs that refused to have none 
of the Federation mixed with their 
brand of stamp clubbing. Is a Fed- 
eration needed when a really serious 
situation confronts the hobby? 

We congratulate the stamp club of 
Norfolk, Va., for their action in go- 
ing right up to President Roosevelt 
in this present situation. We urge 
every stamp club to take action and 
forward copies of their resolution to 
the president.

As this scribbler stated oncet afore 
the precancelling of dues is just a 
sheer waste of ink and good intentions 
... first off the purpose of cancellation 
is to prevent re-use of a stamp... 
which the precancel or for that matter 
most any cancel on a due doesn’t do 
. . . the danger of re-use of these 
stamps when affixed to letters sent out 
by city carrier is small. . . 

The danger lies in the practice of 
not affixing dues to separate articles 
going to firms whose due bills are 
large but of simply handing out the 
whole amount in large blocks or sheets 
of dues on payment of the total 
amount. . . It is obvious that these 
stamps could be used again and again 
by collusion of a dishonest clerk and 
office boy ... for being precancelled 
they look just the same before and 
after being used ... that the P. O. 
doesn’t trust its employees to the 
temptations of postage precancels is 
made evident by its restricting their 
use at post offices to Xmas time only 
... why then tempt them with stamps 
that are used in larger blocks and 
quantities at a single time than the 
regular postage?... 

Boiled down, the reason due stamps 
are cancelled at all is due to force of 
habit and no one ever thought to wonder 
why it was done. . . using a dated can- 
cellation would to a small extent help re- 
duce possible loss of revenue . . . but the 
best cure would be the use of receipts

Have you noticed the suspiciously 
large number of Parks precancels with 
apparently special spacings of the 
regular precancelling device to fit 
these stamps so that one subject only 
appears nicely on each stamp? .. We 
fear the brethren have been taking a 
hand . . . such spacing could be ob- 
tained only by cutting up the hand- 
stamps or by laying a piece of paper 
over all except one stamp at each im- 
pression . . . neither of which devices 
would be resorted to by any normal 
postal clerk not bothered with collect- 
ors... 

For an interesting book on postal 
affairs of all sort see your library’s 
copy of “The Story of Our Postof fice” 
by Marshall Cushing, 1897 .. . has 
dope of all sorts and is very well illus- 
trated. . . As we warned him, Mike 
EFidsness bet on the wrong philatelic 
horse when he got het up for his pet 
scheme of issuing stamps on their first 
day at Washington only... A recent 
poll of over two hundred clubs re- 
sulted in just two voting for that idea.

The New Catalog 

The entire section from Maine to 
Wyoming is now at hand in one book. 
A fine large book, as large as Scotts 
catalog, full of notes, new towns, price 
changes, etc. Many of the commem- 
oratives having a more or less taint of 
favoritism to them have the prices de- 
leted. Quite a few Bi-Centenials not 
in first Bi-Cent. Catalog are listed as 
well as a few Parks. The price altho 
a little steep ($4.25) is very reason- 
able considering the number issued. It 
is my hope that a large number of my 
readers will obtain a copy and help 
check up on new varieties and towns, 
etc. Have not had time as yet to point 
out interesting items, prices etc., as I 
am getting ready for the big meet in 
Columbus. 
How It Happens 

In regard to my notation of current 
stamps retaining so large a percent- 
age of the little paper discs. I am in- 
formed that this is due to the method 
of production in use now. On the 
rotary presses the stamps are per- 
forated in one operation that is 
no doubt they are perforated down 
the line in their course of manu- 
facture. This being the case 
only one sheet at a time is perforated 
and consequently unless the needles 
that do the perforating are new 
and tight they will not punch out 
completely all ‘the paper. When the 
stamps were printed on flat plates I 
am told that a whole stack of sheets 
at a time were perforated and con- 
sequently a cleaner cut was obtained. 
The above tho only partly explains 
why this occurs but not fully because 
such was not the case so much with 
the 10 x 10s of 1923 and they were 
rotaries, as were the first of the com- 
pound perfs. It seems that just recent- 
ly the situation is worse. Can it be 
that the government has changed the 
method of perforation between the 
first of the compound perfs and those 
made now? How about you U. S. 
sharks. 
Experting with the Experts 

In a little stamp sheet called Stamp 
Ads published by Kenneth Kinkead of 
Crawfordsville, Ind. I note a com- 
ment on the Dr. Phillips,'Fla. stamps 
that have been mentioned several 
times in my columns. Quoting “Ex- 
perts have pronounced it genuine.’ 
Meaning one of the precancels ‘of 
course. But what gets me is how the 
so called experts can tell whether the 
stamp is genuine or not just by look- 
ing at it. If other facts are presented 
such as the circular or package it came 
on then why show ‘it to an expert. 
There was a discrepancy to begin with 
as compared to the common U-121, 
this I first noted when I mentioned the 
stamp. The precancels'no doubt are 
genuine and for the following reasons, 





they have come thru mail to widely 
scattered parts of the country, none 
are offered by hip pocket dealers ‘nor 
are offered by any certain collector in 
an effort to enlarge his collection, yet 
some one could easily slip a ringer 
in on us and it might take a long time 
to find out the truth of the matter. One 
course naturally lies open to check up 
precancels from unusual places and 
that is to write the post master. This 
I have always disdained to do because 
I never stick my nose in others peo- 
ple’s business. Because collectors have 
pestered P. M.s with silly requests and 
the like it is hard to get any answer 
at all from some of them and those 
that do answer can not always be re- 
lied upon. In conclusion all I have to 
say is that I hope some stamp paper 
conducts a short course in experting.
